Shock as 100 horses 
have to be put down 


THE Vale Council is one of a number of 
organisations praised for their response to 
a harrowing case in the Vale where more 
than 100 horses have now had to be put 
down. 

The Minister for Natural Resources, Alun 
Davies, has thanked the Vale Council, the RSPCA, 
Redwings Horse Sanctuary and the police for 


their swift action to address the suffering of a large 
number of horses at Wick. 

As yet, little detail about the incident has been 
made public, but the Minister said that the organ¬ 
isations had all played a vital part in attending to 
over 400 horses during recent weeks and assessing 
their health. 

The remaining horses have been taken to a 
place of safety. 


Alun Davies said: “As this deeply upsetting sit¬ 
uation unfolded, I have been saddened by the 
awful condition the horses had been left in. 

“Difficult decisions have had to be made and, I 
am grateful to all those involved for their swift and 
effective action, which has relieved the suffering of 
these horses, and I would like to pay tribute to the 
Vale Council for their robust response to this

I NOTE that 
Public Health 
England report¬

For example the 
Health and Safety 
Executive's Offshore 
Safety Division, which 
was also responsible for 
the safety of onshore 
rigs, was disbanded in 
March. 

Natural Resources 
Wales (Wales’s equiva¬ 
lent of the Environment 
Agency) has stated that 
it’s not a part of their 
brief to regulate fracking 
operations in Wales, just 
to investigate when 
things go wrong.

nical questions which 
are difficult to under¬ 
stand and answer.

I would suggest we’re 
better off leaving this 
unconventional gas, 
which the world’s lead¬ 
ing climate scientists tell 
us we cannot afford to 
bum, in the ground.

I WOULD like to 
add to my ‘pre¬ 
sumptuous 
attack’ upon 
hydraulic fractur¬ 
ing that you were 
kind enough to 
print (October 21) 
and respond to Mr 
L T Greenwood 
(November 14). 

We are finding that 
the oil and gas industry 
is falling back ever more 
readily upon the defence 
that anecdotal evidence 
has no value and Mr 
Greenwood clearly sup¬ 
ports that standpoint. 

Perhaps your readers 
would like to know, if 
indeed they don’t 
already, that there are 
currently (as of October 
13) worldwide, over 40 
instances where national 
or state authorities have 
enacted either complete 
bans, or moratoria upon 
fracking activities. 

Some of these actions 
relate to exploratory 
drilling for gas, some for 
the fracking process, and 
others ban the activities 
relating to the disposal 
of waste water from the 
process. 

These authorities act 
upon the information 
provided to them by var¬ 
ious bodies who would 
state that they know 
‘comprehensively’ more 
than me. They also take 
notice of what is actually 
happening on the 
ground. Sorry, I should 
have written ‘anecdotal 
evidence’ there. 

What these authorities 
are doing is to protect 


the health and wellbeing 
of their electorate and 
the environment in 
which they live. Our 
Government should be 
doing the same, and at 
the very least applying 
the brakes upon this 
industry. 

What is it that differ¬ 
entiates the 
Governments of ten 
other European states 
from ours when they 
restrict the activities of 
the oil and gas compa¬ 
nies? The simple 
answer is that they treat 
their electorates with the 
respect they are due, 
where Mr Cameron, 

Lord Brown and their 
cohorts are deaf to any 
kind of reason. 

Finally, Mr 

Greenwood is correct. I 
am not an expert. I 
believe what I see with 
my eyes if it comes from 
a reputable source. If 
we are to believe that 
fracking wells mn one at 
a time, as he states, then 
the Google Earth images 
of the fracking fields in 
Pennsylvania, USA and 
Queensland, Australia 
must be some kind of 
put up job, perpetrated 
by us ‘anti-frackers’. 

Fracking needs to be 
PROVEN as safe before 
we adopt it as part of our 
energy strategy. Sadly, 
those that stand to gain 
most (the oil and gas 
companies) are unable to 
provide such proof.

‘Don’t advocate more 
fines for road users’ 


I CAN provide 
some answers to 
Teresa John’s 
query as to why 
cyclists don’t 
always use the cycle 
paths. 

Firstly, these paths are 
combined footpaths for 
pedestrians as well and 
often if there are several 
groups of walkers who 
might have children or 
dogs, it is easier to stay 
on the road, mainly to 
avoid startling them. 

Often these groups do 
not realise that they are 
sharing with cyclists. 
There are some cycle 
ways that are rougher 
than the road and then it 
is a smoother ride on the 
road. 

As far as the money is 
concerned, up until now 
the Vale Council hasn’t 
spent money on cycle 
paths, which as pointed 
out are also pavements. 

Obviously, before 
many cyclists will take 
the plunge, the paths 
have to come first. 


I use the Rhoose road 
a lot on my cycle and 
Ebike and it is pretty 
busy, so busy that less 
confident riders won’t 
use it. 

Having ridden motor¬ 
cycles for 55 years, the 
traffic doesn’t worry me. 

I always use the new 
cycle path recently con¬ 
structed and also ensure 
that I use a hi-vis vest 
and obviously, a helmet. 

I find that the drivers 
on this road are courte¬ 
ous and considerate. 

The only ones that 
might have trouble over¬ 
taking are the heavy lor¬ 
ries, particularly if a 
similar vehicle is also 
coming the other way. 

Finally, Teresa, don’t 
advocate any more fines 
for road travel of any 
kind, as the authorities 
will be rubbing their 
hands at the prospect of 
yet more revenue from 
roads. I think they get 
enough already, don’t 
you?

ON Remembrance Sunday, the 
Rev Edwin Counsell led the 
Pendoylan villagers in their 
Service of Remembrance at St 
Cadoc’s.

As well as contribut¬ 
ing financially to the cost 
of the operation, the 
Welsh Government has 
recently introduced leg¬ 
islation aimed at 
addressing the problem 
of fly grazing and aban¬ 
doned horses, which has 
had a shocking impact 
on many communities 
across Wales. 

Alun Davies added: 
“Although this particular 
incident was on private 
land, I think it only 
emphasises the need for 
our proposed Control of 
Horses (Wales) Bill to 
tackle the problem of 
abandoned and suffering 
horses. 

“Our legislation 
encourages more respon¬ 
sible horse ownership, 
while at the same time 
providing local authori¬ 
ties with the tools they 
need to take swift and 
robust action when hors¬ 
es are abandoned or left 
on land without con¬ 
sent.” 

However, the Welsh 
Conservative Leader, 
Andrew RT Davies, said 
that the legislation 
should have been passed 
much earlier.

He said: “For several 
years now I have been 
raising horse welfare 
issues in the National 
Assembly and the news 
that more than 100 hors¬ 
es have had to be put 
down because of the 
level of their suffering is 
very sad indeed. 

“I have been vocal in 
my calls for action on 
fly-grazing and have 
spent much of the last 
two years calling for 
greater urgency, only to 
be told that there was no 
need for new legislation. 

“Now, with things 
having become so bad in 
parts of Wales, the Welsh 
Government has been 
forced to rush through 
this fly-grazing bill, 
meaning that new law is 
going to be created with¬ 
out having the usual 
level of scrutiny and 
examination. 

“We cannot afford to 
make mistakes with this 
bill and I hope that the 
Minister will work in a 
spirit of co-operation 
with opposition assem¬ 
bly members and animal 
welfare charities to 
ensure that the best pos¬ 
sible piece of legislation 
is brought into law.”

fied by the council as 
being suitable to absorb 
further significant hous¬ 
ing development, 

Ystradowen received the 
lowest score when 
assessed for services and 
amenities. Shouldn’t new 
housing be for local 
needs only? And why 
have settlement bound¬ 
aries been removed? 
Does this mean develop¬ 
ers can build anywhere 
around the village? 

# The number of 
school places is limited 
and access to other pub¬ 
lic services such as den¬ 
tists, GPs and A&E 
departments will be 
stretched. 

The campaign team 
will work over the com¬ 
ing weeks to prepare sup¬ 
port materials for resi¬ 
dents who wish to object 
to the LDP proposals and 
hold drop-in sessions to 
assist villagers with their 
objections.

Downton Abbey 
comes to Cowbridge! 


ON November 13, Cowbridge 
U3A were entertained by 
William Cross, who gave a talk 
on Highclere Castle, the setting 
of Downton Abbey. 

To deal with the house first, origi¬ 
nally mentioned in the Domesday 
Book of 1086, it became a Tudor gen¬ 
tleman’s house which then had a 
Georgian makeover. 

It was subsequently given a ‘wrap¬ 
around’ design by the architect of the 
Palace of Westminster, Sir Charles 
Barry, which explains why the styles 
are similar. 

As for the grounds, to walk around 
them is 30 miles, and they were 
designed by Capability Brown - which 
consisted apparently of riding his horse 
around the grounds and saying “You 
ought to do this or that, etc”. 

Despite the television show, of the 
three floors, only the first and second 
are functionable, the third is derelict, 
and the family live in the Dowager 
House in the grounds. But they do 


make a lot of money from the series 
and spinoff visits. It is fully booked 
next year for groups. 

As for the inhabitants. Bishops of 
Winchester lived there, including 
William of Wykeham (1320-1404) 
who founded Winchester College pub¬ 
lic school - for the poor! Hence they 
are called Wykehamists to this day. 

To pick another, there was an Indian 
prince who helped the Earl of 
Caernavon father a child, Porchhey, 
who turned out to be a ‘sex pest’. 

But the most remarkable of the 
whole family was Lady Almera who 
lived until 93 and defied them all, liv¬ 
ing with a man friend for 30 years 
without their knowledge! 

A highly amusing and entertaining 
time was had by all. Needless to say, 
William had far more information to 
tell.

Aneurin was two days 
old, staff at Llandough 
Hospital became con¬ 
cerned that he was not 
feeding properly and 
placed him on an oxygen 
saturation monitor.

Parishioners 
help change lives 
in Bangladesh 


THE chains will soon be pulled 
on 25 new toilets in 
Bangladesh - thanks to a col¬ 
lection of more than £1,500 by 
parishioners in south Wales. 

The idea to buy toilets for those in 
need began when children at St James’ 
Church, Wick, were thinking of some¬ 
thing to give up for Lent and realised 
that they could not imagine ever hav¬ 
ing to give up something as basic as a 
toilet. 

So the charity Toilet Twinning, 
which works with local people to build 
safe, clean toilets in countries that do 
not have them, was chosen as a Lent 
charity by the children from SPLAT 
(the Messy Church in Wick) and 
pupils from Wick and Marcross 
Primary school. 

The charity was particularly appro¬ 
priate as it operates in under-devel¬ 
oped countries including Bangladesh, 
which the Llandaff Diocese has strong 
links with through its twinning with 
the Church of Bangladesh. 

This led to it subsequently being 
picked up as the chosen Harvest 
Charity by churches throughout the 
Llantwit Major benefice. 

“We felt that with a single toilet 
costing £60 and a school toilet block 
£240, there was opportunity through 
our own celebration of harvest to say 
thank you in a tangible way that would 
change lives,” said Rev Anthony Beer, 
who is team vicar for the rectorial 
benefice of Llantwit Major. 

“In addition to the actual purchase 
of toilets, the charity allows for the 
‘twinning’ of toilets by providing a 
framed picture of a toilet you have 
purchased along with the GPS co-ordi¬ 
nates of the location where your dona¬ 
tion is genuinely helping to transform 


people’s lives. 

“The churches across the Benefice 
all adopted different approaches to the 
way they made their own collections 
but these have added to collections 
already made earlier in the year in 
SPLAT and Wick and Marcross 
Primary school where children saved 
to pay for three toilets.” 

Pupils at St Illtyd’s Primary School 
also collected enough at their Harvest 
Service for a toilet and Llantwit Major 
Comprehensive’s school council are to 
consider making Toilet Twinning their 
nominated charity for the year. 

Rev Beer said: “We want to say a 
huge thank you to everyone who has 
contributed to this year’s Harvest 
Charity. Each year our Benefice 
chooses a nominated charity to sup¬ 
port in order to give back a little from 
what we receive so readily and at a 
time when we celebrate the abundance 
of food and drink and other life neces¬ 
sities that we enjoy. 

“Helping those who can only dream 
of having the things that we take for 
granted, seems like a good way of 
sharing God’s love and of saying 
“thank you” at the same time. 

“It’s quite frightening to think that 
toilets change lives - but they do. 
Amazingly as we stride through the 
second decade of the 21st century, for 
four out of every ten people in the 
world - that’s 2.5 billion people - the 
reality of life is that having some¬ 
where safe and clean to go to the toilet 
- well, that is the stuff of dreams. 

“Experts also tell us that every 20 
seconds a child under five years of age 
dies from water-related illnesses like 
diarrhoea - that’s more than AIDS, 
malaria and measles combined and it 
amounts to 4,000 children a day.” 


‘St Athan is bearing the 
brunt of Vale housing’ 


T he six-week 
consultation 
period con¬ 
cerning the Local 
Development Plan 
(LDP) has started. 

This is our final 
chance to make a differ¬ 
ence and influence the 
plan. It is vital that we 
check the details of the 
LDP, to consider how it 
will affect us, our fami¬ 
lies and our community. 

St Athan is particular¬ 
ly affected, with the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government no doubt 
influencing its re-classi- 
fication as a ‘strategic 
site’ to mitigate the tax¬ 
payers’ money that it 
wasted on the Defence 
College proposal. 

However, allocating 
land for employment 
does not in itself create 
employment. We have 
been promised much in 
the last five years, but as 
yet nothing has been 
delivered. 

Unfortunately, what it 
has delivered are the 
housing developers! 

None of the proposed 
housing developments 
are dependent on 
achieved employment 
opportunities, so they 
are more likely to just 
create additional com¬ 
muter traffic. 

St Athan, since the 
last UDP, has been 
‘changed’ from a ‘rural’ 
to a ‘primary’ settlement 
with no local consulta¬ 
tion, no provision for 


additional or improved 
infrastructure, no specif¬ 
ic transport/highways 
review. 

Eleven per cent of the 
overall Vale housing 
allocation has been 
dumped on St Athan, an 
additional 835 units in 
the village and Eglwys 
Brewis, plus a further 
375 just north of West 
Camp. 

Virtually all of this is 
on green field agricultur¬ 
al land, and mostly with 
urban density levels, 
even though much 


RESIDENTS and

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

Cuts to bus routes - could 
there be more on the way? 


1 HAVE written on 
several occasions 
in The GEM 
about the cuts to the 
bus services, and my 
recent surgeries have 
been dominated by 
the subject. 

As a result of the 
number of contacts I 
received, I have held 
two public meetings 
which were packed with 
worried residents. 

The latest concerns 
relate to the rumour 
that the 98 Cardiff bus, 
that serves Highlight 
Park and Barry Town 
Centre, could be abol¬ 
ished. There are fur¬ 
ther concerns around 
other services across the 
rural Vale. 

Last week, I received 
further complaints from 
constituents who have 
read the latest papers 
from the Vale Council 
that seem to suggest a 
further 25 per cent cut. 

This has far-reaching 
implications and will 
again hit many in Barry 
and the rural Vale, par¬ 
ticularly in vulnerable 


groups such as the eld¬ 
erly and school chil¬ 
dren. 

With the centralisa¬ 
tion of medical services, 
elderly residents have 
been unable to get to 
hospital appointments 
and implications for 
parents who have free¬ 
dom of choice on where 
they send their children 
to school, and the cost 
to the economy and 
families are obvious. 
There will also be an 
increased cost to social 
services as pensioners 
become more isolated. 

The cuts make little 
sense and it seems obvi¬ 
ous that those who have 
taken the decisions to 
cut bus services do not 
use public transport. 

When I met with the 
local bus contractors in 
April, I was told that 
the reduced level of sub¬ 
sidy from the Welsh 
Government and Vale 
Council wouldn’t allow 
them to provide a serv¬ 
ice on a like-for-like 
basis in the future. 

I fear that a further 



25 per cent cut will 
make the situation even 
worse and there is a 
view that this cut will 
affect services in the 
north of Barry, in par¬ 
ticular the Highlight 
Park area. 

I will be holding a 
public meeting regard¬ 


ing this issue on Friday, 
November 22 at 6.15pm 
at the Highlight Park 
Community Centre to 
discuss this and to form 
an action plan to fight 
them. All are welcome 
to attend. 

I also find it difficult 
to believe that the 
express coach to the air¬ 
port, the T9 has not 
taken money away from 
local services. This 
service costs £470K a 
year and appears to be 
travelling empty. We 
only need a fraction of 
this to restore many 
services that provide a 
lifeline to so many com¬ 
munities. 

The background is 
the cut to the Bus 
Operating Grant 
(BUSOG) provided by 
the Welsh Government, 
which subsidises the 
routes. 

The Welsh 

Government has negoti¬ 
ated a three-year deal 
with the bus industry 
and local authorities 
that has provided finan¬ 
cial certainty for the 


concessionary travel 
scheme for elderly and 
disabled people. 

The all-Wales conces¬ 
sionary fares scheme is 
administered by local 
authorities and they in 
turn are reimbursed by 
the Welsh Government. 

I have asked the 
Welsh Government why 
they have cut the bus 
operating grant so 
much more than in 
England and whether 
they would reverse the 
change. It seems that 
they are not going to 
reconsider their plans. 

In the same year that 
£52M has been spent on 
an airport, Welsh 
Government need to 
understand that some of 
the most vulnerable 
people use bus services 
for essential purposes.

Beth forced to pay 
for cancer drug that’s 
free in England! 


THE CAMPAIGN 
arguing that Beth 
Margetson of 

Porthcawl should 
receive the vital life¬ 
extending drug, 
Afinitor, is gather¬ 
ing pace and the 
next major event is a 
fundraiser on 
Tuesday, November 
26 in the Hi-Tide. 

Beth has breast can¬ 
cer, and local campaign¬ 
ers have been incensed 
that she is being denied 
a drug that is available 
in England. 

Caroline Sarll, a 
close friend of Beth, has 
been at the emotional 
heart of the campaign, 
and has written this per¬ 
sonal account of the lat¬ 
est developments: 

‘Slipping Through 
My Fingers’ is one of the 
tracks that Miss Tina’s 
ballet girls will be danc¬ 
ing to, clad in floaty, 
wMte gowns in the Hi- 
Tide’s fundraising vari¬ 
ety concert, in aid of 
Porthcawl cancer patient 
Beth Margetson, next 
Tuesday evening. 

Although the ABBA- 
composed song, sung by 
Meryl Streep in the film 
Mamma Mia, is about a 
young girl growing up - 
and away from her 
mother, the lyrics will 
have an added poignan¬ 
cy for Beth and her fam¬ 
ily, and for all those who 
are supporting her in her 
draining, ongoing battle 
to obtain the life-extend¬ 
ing drug, which the 
ABMU Local Health 
Board has so far refused 
her. 

Also performing will

be Beth’s own daughter, 
15-year-old Ffion, who 
plans to sing ‘I Dreamed 
A Dream’ from Les 
Miserables. There will 
not be a dry eye in the 
house. 

We are hoping to raise 
sufficient funds that 
evening to buy Beth a 
month of the drug she is 
now funding herself, at a 
cost of over £3,000 for a 
four-week course - 
£68,000 in total. 

All of the tickets have 
now been sold (but we 
can still squeeze in a few 
extra!) and people have 
donated amazing prizes 
for both the raffle and 
the auction. 

Thank you to every¬ 
one for your outstanding 
generosity and to the Hi- 
Tide for their benevo¬ 
lence and support. 

One donor, the 
kitchen company. 
Lakeland, sent me a 
lovely email along with 
their gift of a luxury 
hamper, wishing us well 
for the evening and 
adding that they hoped 
their offering would 
“help buy Beth some 
time”. 

Buying time 

Never has a phrase 
had more resonance. We 
use these two words so 
lightly in everyday life, 
in routine social, busi¬ 
ness and legal contexts, 
to name but a few. 

But they are usually 
deployed figuratively: 
sending a text or short 
email instead of engag¬ 
ing in a long phone or 
face-to-face conversa¬ 
tion ‘buys’ you some 


extra time. 

Telling a white lie to 
stall your employer 
when responding to a 
job offer you are unsure 
about does the same. 

Postponing a court 
hearing can give both 
the prosecution and 
defence teams valuable 
time to re-think their 
case. But in these 
instances, no money is 
actually exchanged. 

Sadly, this has not 
been Beth’s experience. 
ABMU’s refusal to fund 
her treatment has meant, 
quite literally, that she is 
having to buy her own 
time, at the cost outlined 
-and, more importantly, 
at great personal and 
emotional cost to her 
and to her family. 

It is deeply ironic that 
Beth, a former midwife 
and now a teacher, who 
has spent her life giving 
to others, has been put in 
this unenviable and 
shocking position. 

No-one should have 
to buy his or her own 
life. 

Certainly not accord¬ 
ing to some inhumane, 
budget-driven criteria, 
which deems one patient 
more worthy than anoth¬ 
er. Beth sent me the fol¬ 
lowing email today: 

“Why do I find myself 
in this situation? I am 
not a bad person and 
have always given more 
than I have ever 
received, although the 
bread I have cast upon 
the water is now coming 
back to me in abundance 
and I am grateful for 
that.

“They are filling in 
the chasm that is sub¬ 
standard, inadequate 
care in Wales. They are 
doing what our politi¬ 
cians cannot or will not 
do. 

“People of Wales - 
stand up and be count¬ 
ed! Tell ‘them ’ we have 
had enough of having 
the highest cancer mor¬ 
tality rate in Europe. 
Tell them we don’t want 
token gestures. 

“Enough is enough. 
We, the public, want the 
same care that ‘they’ 
would demand for their 
own families. Are we 
not worth the same ? 

“Are our lives not as 
important? Obviously 
not. Come on Wales. 
Stop being grateful for 
the scraps of care we are 
thrown, for buying our 
silence with free pre¬ 
scriptions and promises 
that things have never 
been better. 

“Because, do you 
know what? We are liv¬ 
ing in a socially con¬ 
structed Third World, a 
world where we have 
what ‘they’ think we 
deserve. 

“We deserve so much 
more”. 

If you agree that 
Beth deserves more, 
please lobby your MPs 
and sign the forthcom¬ 
ing online petition that 
will soon be available 
via the Afinitor 
Facebook page. 

There is little doubt 
that Beth has the people 
of Porthcawl, and of the 
whole of Wales, behind 
her and that people are 
giving not only of their 
time to help, but of their 
hard-earned money to 
try and rectify this 
inequity. 

One anonymous 


donor contributed 
£5,000 recently and 
fundraising activities 
continue across Wales, 
to ease the financial bur¬ 
den Beth and her family 
are facing. But to have 
to battle like this when 
you are already unwell, 
is both exhausting and 
demeaning. 

The Individual 
Patient Funding Request 
Policy states that the 
decision making process 
in cases like Beth’s must 
be “rational and logi¬ 
cal”. 

Another related NHS 
document is unequivo¬ 
cal that in addressing 
cases like Beth’s, the 
NHS must observe its 
core values, including 
that which “puts the citi¬ 
zen at the heart of every¬ 
thing “and “focuses on 
their (the patient’s) 
needs and experiences”. 

On both these points, 
it would appear that 
ABMU has not acted in 
accordance with these 
policies and, crucially, 
that it has let Beth and 
her family down-at a 
time when they need 
help most. 

This week in the 
Senedd, Conservative 
AM for South Wales 
West, Byron Davies, 
will be putting a ques¬ 
tion to Health Minister, 
Mark Drakeford, on 
Beth’s behalf. 

We await his response 
eagerly. In the mean¬ 
time, we will all be 
watching the girls dance 
next week and listening 
to Ffion singing for her 
mum and we will ponder 
the relevance of those 
oft-heard lyrics. 

But it’s no good 
dreaming of “a time 
when men were kind” 
and “when hope was 
high and life worth liv¬ 
ing”. For Beth, that has 
to become a reality. 
Right now.

Tory AM supports 
Beth’s cancer 
drug campaign 


REGIONAL AM 
Byron Davies has 
urged health chiefs 
to reconsider their 
decision to refuse 
funding for a 
Porthcawl woman 
to receive a cancer 
drug that will 
extend her life. 

Mr Davies, who is a 
Welsh Conservative 
regional AM for South 
Wales West, has told Paul 
Roberts, chief executive 
of ABMu health board, 
that there is dramatic 
new evidence available 
to justify allowing Beth 
Margetson of Nottage to 
receive the drug Afinitor 
to treat the widespread 
cancer she is suffering. 

Mr Davies went on: 
“Beth and her husband 
Chris have paid £6,200 
of their own money to 
fund a two-month course 
of this drug. And after 
only five weeks, there is 
evidence that it is starting 
to work. 

“The tumour markers 
in her blood have 
dropped by 80, whereas 
before they were rising 
by 100 a month. Not only 
has Afinitor stopped the 
increase, it has reversed 
it. 

“This is proof that she 
does meet the condition 
of “exceptionality” 
which the board has

New parking rules at 
Llandough Hospital 


NEW parking rules were intro¬ 
duced at University Hospital 
Llandough this week. 

A new multi-decked car park has 
been opened at the hospital providing 
extra spaces and bringing in new park¬ 
ing arrangements for the site. 

The new rules will be enforced by 
ParkingEye, an external company, 
brought in to help with UHL’s long¬ 
standing parking problems. 

The company’s officers will be able 
to issue Parking Charge Notices 
(PCNs) of up to £70 for those breaking 


the rules. 

Peter Welsh, the hospital’s General 
Manager, said: “Parking at Llandough 
will remain free for patients and staff, 
who will benefit from the new parking 
arrangements, allowing them to park 
closer to the hospital building in our 
new multi-decked car park. 

“Anyone who uses the hospital 
knows how much of a problem parking 
has been. Hopefully the new car park, 
the new rules and a bit of common 
sense will resolve those issues without 
too much fuss.” 


decreed she must do in 
order to have the drug.” 

Mr Davies has now 
asked Paul Roberts to re¬ 
open her case in the light 
of what he calls “new and 
overwhelming evidence” 
that she is responding to 
treatment. 

He has also made rep¬ 
resentations to Health 
Minister Mark Drakeford 
to set up a Welsh Cancer 
Drugs Fund which would 
pay for treatment for 
exceptional cases like 
hers. 

Byron Davies went 
on: “Beth Margetson is a 
very brave woman who 
is fighting this terrible 
disease with every fibre 
of her being. She 
deserves a helping hand 
from the Welsh NHS in 
her hour of need. She has 
a 15-year-old daughter, 
Ffion, who wants her 
mother for as long as 
possible. 

“The awful thing is 
that if Beth lived in 
England she would have 
this drug for free as she 
meets all seven criteria 
laid down by the English 
Cancer Drugs Eund. 

“The shame is that we 
in Wales do not have 
such a fund and that peo¬ 
ple like Beth have to beg 
for help and raise money 
from friends and family. 

“We are operating a 
second rate health serv¬ 
ice in Wales at the 
moment and that’s sim¬ 
ply not good enough.” 

An ABM spokes¬ 


woman said: “Like all 
health boards and trusts 
in Wales, ABM follows 
the All Wales Individual 
Patient Eunding Request 
(IPER) policy, and have 
an IPER panel which 
meets fortnightly to con¬ 
sider each case on its 
own merit. 

“This panel is chaired 
by a doctor, and includes 
other clinicians, includ¬ 
ing consultants, a phar¬ 
macist and a GP. 

“The health board’s 
chief executive is not 
part of the panel. He does 
not have any influence 
over the decisions of the 
panel, nor can he change 
the outcome or reopen 
any IPER. 

“The decision of the 
panel can only be 
appealed using the 
appeals process. 

“The IPER appeals 
panel tests if the IPER 
panel itself followed the 
All Wales IPER policy 
when making their deci¬ 
sion on a particular 
request. 

“The appeals panel 
cannot overturn the deci¬ 
sion of the IPER panel 
and makes their decision 
based on the evidence 
provided at the time it 
meets. 

“If at any point further 
evidence becomes avail¬ 
able to support the 
patient’s IPER, the 
patient’s clinician can 
submit a new funding 
request to the health 
board’s IPER panel.”

G reeting 

the Chief 
Secretary to 
the Treasury, 
Danny Alexander 
MP, on Monday 
morning at 
Cathays Park, pro¬ 
vided me with the 
opportunity to wel¬ 
come his 

announcement of 
new financial pow¬ 
ers and opportuni¬ 
ties for Wales. 

He was responding to 
the cross party Silk 
Commission which 
reported a year ago on a 
range of new fiscal 
powers for Wales. 

This followed the 
announcement made by 
the Prime Minister and 
Deputy Prime Minister 
when they came to 
Cardiff on November 1 
that the Welsh 
Government could have 
early access to borrow¬ 
ing powers to invest in 
new infrastructure proj¬ 
ects in Wales. 

This will create jobs 
and support the Welsh 
economy, including the 
enhancement of the M4, 
with plans now out for 
consultation. 

The announcements 


on Monday included the 
following reforms for 
Wales: 

* The devolution of 
Stamp Duty Land Tax 
and Landfill Tax allow¬ 
ing the Welsh 
Government to reform 
them to become fairer, 
simpler and more effi¬ 
cient to benefit house 
buyers and builders 

* The full devolution 
of Non-Domestic Rates 
to Wales - an important 
lever that will now be 
underfill Welsh control 

* The power for the 
Assembly to legislate, 
with the agreement of 
the UK Government, to 
introduce new taxes and 
associated tax credits, 
opening up new policy 
development avenues 
for the future. 

* The commitment to 
a referendum being held 
ahead of any income tax 
devolution. 

In my response, I 
said that the announce¬ 
ment represented a good 
deal for Wales and a big 
step forward for devolu¬ 
tion. I also said that this 
shows that devolution 
can work for the benefit 
of communities and the 
economy and was a 
good deal for a 
strengthened United

Kingdom. And I con¬ 
firmed that the Welsh 
Government would con¬ 
tinue to put forward a 
strong case to devolve 
Air Passenger Duty to 
Wales. 

Over the past three 
years, I have been 
working to achieve 
these positive outcomes 
which put us on a par 
with Scotland as equal 
partners in the UK and 
over the coming weeks 
I will be working with 
all parties in the 
Assembly and our part¬ 
ners in business and 
public services to deliv¬ 
er on this full package 
of reforms. These will 


form part of a Wales 
Bill being taken through 
Parliament before the 
next General Election in 
2016. 

I also presented our 
Draft Budget for 2014- 
15 and 2015-16 to the 
Assembly this week for 
debate. 

Opening the debate I 
said the Welsh 
Government is investing 
more than ever before 
in the Welsh NHS. 

Since devolution in 
1999, when I was the 
first Health Minister for 
Wales, the budget for 
the NHS - which is 
Wales’ largest employer 
- has increased substan¬ 
tially, with over 40 per 
cent of the total Welsh 
Government budget 
now being invested in 
the Welsh NHS. 

As part of the Budget 
for next year we are 
investing an additional 
£570m in the Welsh 
NHS over three years 
and, combined with 
additional capital fund¬ 
ing for health projects, 
this amounts to over 
£600m. 

Visiting Velindre 
Hospital on Tuesday 
with Gwenda Thomas 
AM provided us with 
the opportunity to see 
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how investment in can¬ 
cer treatment can help 
save lives. The draft 
Budget also includes 
£100m for an 
Intermediate Care Fund 
developed as part of a 
Budget Agreement with 
Plaid Cymru and the 
Welsh Liberal 
Democrats. 

We must remember 
that UK Government 
cuts to the Welsh 
Budget mean that by 
2015-16, the Welsh 
Budget will be £1.7bn 
lower in real terms than 
it was in 2010-11. 

Despite this, the 
budget for the Welsh 
NHS is the biggest it 
has ever been - a clear 
demonstration of this 
Government’s commit¬ 
ment to a sustainable 
health service for Wales 
which is free at the 
point of need.

Safety warning 
on kitchen fires 


THE Safer Vale 
Partnership, 
including the Vale 
Council, is remind¬ 
ing people of the 
dangers of fires in 
the kitchen. 

Since October 1 this 
year, Barry Fire Station 
has attended six fires in 
houses in the Barry area, 
which started accidental¬ 
ly in the kitchen, and 
spread to the rest of the 
house. 

Station manager Carl 
Evans said: “The fires 
Barry crews have attend¬ 
ed have all been acci¬ 
dents caused by the occu¬ 
piers leaving their cook¬ 
ing unattended. 

“We are lucky in that 
we have had no deaths or 
serious injuries from 
these fires, and we urge 
the public to follow some 
basic advice when cook¬ 
ing.” 

Safety tips: 

• Keep electrical 
leads, tea towels, cloths, 
loose clothing and any¬ 
thing else that may catch 
fire away from the oven 
and hob. 

• Keep the oven, hob 
and grill clean - a build- 
up of fat and grease can 


easily catch fire. 

m Keep your toaster 
clean, free of crumbs and 
away from curtains, 
kitchen rolls and any¬ 
thing else that could 
catch fire. 

m Never overload 
sockets. 

m Turn off electrical 
appliances when not 
being used and have 
them serviced regularly. 

• Use a spark device to 
light gas cookers as this 
is safer than using 
matches or lighters. 

• Never leave children 
alone in the kitchen. 
Keep matches, lighters 
and pan handles where 
children can’t reach 
them. Fit a child safety 
catch to the oven door. 

• Take pans off the 
heat and turn off the hob 
and/or grill if you have to 
leave the kitchen while 
cooking, and make sure 
the oven, hob and grill is 
turned off when you have 
finished cooking. 

• Most important is 
that people avoid cook¬ 
ing if they are tired, have 
been drinking alcohol or 
are taking medication. 

To alert you to any fire 
in your home, a working 
smoke alarm is essential.

How to 
capture 
memorable 
images... 


DIGITAL images 
are firmly estab¬ 
lished in our lives 
whether they are 
created by dedicat¬ 
ed cameras or those 
built into mobile 
telephones or i- 
pads. 

They can be clear, 
sharp and colourful to A4 
size and larger. 

What hasn’t changed 
is the range of their qual¬ 
ity that still varies from 
cheerful ‘happy snaps’ to 
works of art. 

Our guest speaker, 
Guy, showed us ways to 
improve from one 
towards the other using a 
computer. 

Naturally, to get the 
best results you need to 
capture the best image. 

What the camera does 
with what it detects 
makes quite a difference. 

Most of us are content 
for the camera to process 
what it sees into an image 
according to the Joint 
Picture Experts Group’s 
agreed standard, indicat¬ 
ed by a file name exten¬ 
sion of .jpg. 

By doing this, the 
camera has already dis¬ 
carded a lot of the infor¬ 
mation it initially noted 
in order to reduce the file 
size. 

There are other photo¬ 
graphic file formats, but 
.jpg is most common for 
‘ordinary’ pictures. 

Serious photographers 
prefer to keep ALL the 
information then work on 
it using their computer 
software. 

Such an unprocessed 
image is called a RAW 
image and is much larger. 
Many cameras can take 
them. 

RAW images provide 
much more information 
to work with. 

As software becomes 
more powerful, it is pos¬ 
sible to go back to old 
RAW files and produce 
even better results the 
second time around. 
Whatever image you 
choose to work with, 
there are practices that 
can improve your results. 

Guy suggests that 


when taking a group pho¬ 
tograph, you take several 
shots from the exact spot 
because there’s always 
someone with their eyes 
closed or looking the 
wrong way. 

Editing software 
(ranging from expensive 
to free) allows you to 
choose the best overall 
shot and replace a turned 
head with a better one 
from another image 
(taken same time; same 
background; same light¬ 
ing conditions) using the 
‘clone’ tool. 

This tool can also be 
used to remove distrac¬ 
tions from the back¬ 
ground. (We have all 
seen trees or lampposts 
growing from the top of 
somebody’s head.) 

Other tools were used 
to adjust the contrast lev¬ 
els and increase or 
reduce the intensity of 
colours and even add 
colours - and interest - 
to old black and white 
photographs. 

Lighting effects were 
tweaked; even horizons 
lowered using a layering 
technique that allows an 
attractive cloudy sky be 
added to, say, a landscape 
that has a blank sky. 

Even murky images 
can be enhanced to bring 
out details in shadows 
that would otherwise be 
unseen.

Having shown the 
techniques, Guy then dis¬ 
played a sample range of 
his results with large 
prints on both glossy and 
art paper to much admi¬ 
ration.

Great work of 
Bridgend’s night 
time pastors 


WHEN most of us are heading 
for bed, that is when Street 
Pastors are putting on their 
reflective jackets and heading 
out for trouble spots in the 
town. 

For their autumn talk on Friday, 
November 15, Churches Together in 
Cowbridge asked Gerald Manners of 
Bridgend to speak about the work of 
Pastors. 

Gerald has been a street pastor for 
about six years, leaving his home on a 
Friday and Saturday night at 10pm 
and patrolling in groups of four: two 
men and two women, supporting and 
helping any vulnerable people, from 
age 12 and upwards, who might have 
got in to difficult or dangerous situa¬ 
tions. 

Since the street pastors began 


working in Bridgend, the number of 
street fights and other trouble has 
been hugely reduced, and countless 
young people have been guided away 
from ending up in a police cell for the 
night. 

Over time, this has also resulted in 
big savings in police time and money. 

The groups on the street, who may 
not get home before 4am, are support¬ 
ed all the time by prayer partners who 
pray for their safety and success in 
their work with those they encounter. 

There was a lively question and 
answer session at the end of this 
impressive talk, and we all went home 
with a great deal to think about. 

There was a collection at the end 
with about £55 generously donated 
which will be given to the DEC 
Philippines typhoon disaster appeal.

NEWS FROM 
FONMON APIARY 


Mite remains 
a big threat 
to beekeepers 
worldwide 


IS winter just 
around the corner? 
You would not 
think so. Thanks to 
the mild conditions 
my bees along with 
many others are 
still very active. 

Persistent rain (heavy 
at times), and the strong 
winds, have kept the 
colony from foraging, 
but as soon as there is a 
calm spell, out come the 
foragers and they are 
returning with much 
pollen. 

There is a fair 
amount of ivy in my 
area and the bees are 
availing themselves of 
its pollen and nectar; 
however, I have been 
feeding several colonies 
to ensure that sufficient 
stores will be on hand to 
see them through the 
coming winter. 

Varroa treatments 
have been carried out, 
and mite trays are in 
place in some of the 
hives. 

The collecting of the 
debris that falls through 
the mesh floor into the 
trays is removed and 
taken back home where I 
can inspect it and count 
the Varroa that have suc¬ 
cumbed to the medica¬ 
tion (Apiguard). 

When I query other 
beekeepers with regard 
to the number of mites 
they have counted on 
inspecting their debris, I 
am surprised that the 
numbers are always very 
low i.e. 20 or less. 

My counts reveal sev¬ 
eral thousand per hive. 
Am I singularly unfortu¬ 
nate do you think? 

Well let us look at the 
application of the control 
medication; at present I 
am using Apiguard. 

This is government 
approved and widely 
used throughout the bee¬ 
keeping world. 

It is applied as a two- 
dose treatment (foil 
packs): the first applica¬ 
tion is left in situ for 
some 14 days, then the 
second dose (pack) is 
introduced and left for a 
similar period. 

It is my practice to 


remove the tray debris 
after the first treatment 
then collect it again on 
completion of the second 
treatment. 

The Apiguard is very 
effective and conse¬ 
quently I have many 
dead mites in the trays. 

Counting mites is 
somewhat tedious and I 
can well understand a 
reluctance to carry it out, 
however, by doing so the 
true extent of a colony 
infestation can be appre¬ 
ciated. 

A female Varroa mite 
can easily go through 
three reproductive cycles 
within her life span, 
each cycle can lead to 
three to four daughters 
emerging into the bee¬ 
hive and they in their 
turn will start producing 
their own offspring and 
increasing the infesta¬ 
tion. 

If you have a strong 
colony, ie 60,000/70,000 
bees at the height of the 
season you can bank on 
it that Varroa are also 
present in large numbers. 

Those of us who have 
been beekeeping for 
many years, and those 
who are just beginning, 
must become aware that 
the Varroa mite is still 
the biggest threat to the 
beekeeping world. 

We are not winning 
the battle, we are only 
holding this mite at bay. 
It is well named VAR¬ 
ROA DESTRUCTOR. 

Do attempt an accu¬ 
rate mite count. You will 
be alarmed! And will 
hopefully become a bet¬ 
ter informed beekeeper. 

This year has had 
something of a summer 
for a change. The bees 
have responded to the 
improved weather pat¬ 
tern and I have strong 
colonies facing the com¬ 
ing winter, what will the 
spring of next year hold? 

In fact, what will the 
rest of this year hold in 
store for us? If the mild 
temperatures persist the 
colonies could be active 
the year round. How will 
we, the beekeepers 
respond to that?

McCarthy’s Counsellor a 
waste of time and talent! 


T he author 
Cormac 
McCarthy’s 
works have been 
rich for cinematic 
plucking, with the 
likes of No Country 
For Old Men, All 
The Pretty Horses 
and The Road all 
making the journey 
from page to big 
screen. 

McCarthy has taken 
the plunge with his first 
original screenplay, 
teaming up with director 
Ridley Scott for The 
Counsellor, a story 
about the title character 
(played by Michael 
Fassbender) whose life 
takes a turn for the dan¬ 
gerous when he 
becomes involved in the 
world of drug traffick¬ 
ing... 

Given the success of 
the adaptations of his 
books, the prestige of 


having as esteemed a 
writer as Cormac 
McCarthy delivering his 
first ever original 
screenplay would be 
massive. 

Add in Ridley Scott 
in the director’s chair, 
an all-star cast and you 
have all the makings of 
a surefire hit, even a 
film that will be bump¬ 
ing noses with other 
frontrunners at the 
Academy Awards. 

No doubt this may all 
have happened in a par¬ 
allel world; in our uni¬ 
verse, however, the 
result of this (on paper) 
most impressive of 
unions is the most unim¬ 
pressive of films, a 
piece of work so in love 
with McCarthy’s poetic 
prose that any other nec¬ 
essary elements of the 
script (character depth, 
narrative drive) are left 
ignored. 

Instead, we have an 
incredibly loose narra¬ 
tive that affords us no

insight into the charac¬ 
ters. Rather than being 
fully fleshed out pieces 
manoeuvered by 
McCarthy into predica¬ 
ments that emphasise 
the moral ambiguity that 
he deals in so well, we 
just have a series of 
talking heads delivering 
monologues as if they 
are auditioning for an 


acting college. 

It does showcase the 
writer’s ability to deliver 
on dialogue, but it fails 
to actually get the story 
motoring in any particu¬ 
lar direction. 

Characters pop up 
seemingly only for the 
chance to deliver some 
clever speech, laced 
with metaphor and 
impending doom, before 
vanishing again with no 
real relevance to what is 
taking place. 

While these talking 
heads are easily the star¬ 
riest bunch to have been 
gathered at the altar of 
McCarthy, the perform¬ 
ances very rarely tran¬ 
scend ‘risible’. Michael 
Fassbender, an actor 
whose work I greatly 
admire, offers his poor¬ 
est performance yet, all 
mannered acting tics 
and faux emotion, as the 
title character who, 
thanks to McCarthy, 
fails to make us

open day at 
wartime museum 


THIS Sunday, 
November 24, the 
Barry Island-based 
Glamorgan 
Wartime Heritage 
Centre celebrates 
its first anniversary 
by holding a com¬ 
munity open day. 

Barry at War 
spokesman Ade Pitman 
said: “Historians of 
Barry have long been 
lobbying for the creation 
of a museum in the 
town, and yet although 
an Options Appraisal 
was commissioned by 
the Vale Council a few 
years ago, the area is 
still no closer to estab¬ 
lishing one. 

“Because of this, 
Barry at War partnered 
with the Barry Tourist 
Railway to establish the 
Glamorgan Wartime 
Heritage Centre at Barry 
Island Railways Station. 

“Initially we had an 
empty room in need of 
decoration, but with the 
generosity of visitors 
and a team of volunteers 
well versed in using 
wartime austerity to 
‘make do and mend’, we 
have been able to create 
a museum to 
Glamorgan’s wartime 
heritage that is steadily 
becoming a learning 
resource for local 
schools, and a place to 
deposit the wartime 
memoires of local peo¬ 
ple. 

“Not only have we 
created a wartime muse¬ 
um, but we have used 
the venue to commemo¬ 
rate many local wartime 
events, such as the 
Dambuster’s Raid and 


the Borough of Barry 
purchasing a Spitfire for 
the Royal Air Force. 
Along with the role 
played by Barry’s 
Merchant Navy Men, 
these things need to be 
remembered as they help 
to foster a pride in our 
area. 

“Next year marks the 
commemoration of sev¬ 
eral key events such as 
the outbreak of the First 
World War, and the 70th 
anniversary of the 
Normandy D-Day land¬ 
ings. We hope to 
achieve some grant 
funding next year to help 
us to support these 
events, and the many 
others in the coming 
years. 

This Sunday’s open 
day aims to highlight 
how we have worked 
with community and 
heritage groups from 
across the Vale, and 
many of these will be 
displaying how they play 
a role in the community. 

“There will also be a 
militaria bazaar, so col¬ 
lectors may be able to 
find items for their col¬ 
lections. 

“The Glamorgan 
Wartime Heritage Centre 
will open its doors to the 
public at 11am on 
Sunday, November 24.

empathise in his plight, 
while Brad Pitt plays 
himself in a stetson. 

Penelope Cruz is vir¬ 
tually non-existent, 
Cameron Diaz delivers a 
bewitching if slight spin 
on the femme fatale 
archetype, while Javier 
Bardem opts for kooki¬ 
ness rather than sub¬ 
stance in his role as a 
drug dealer who is 
friends with 
Fassbender’s character. 

Given the emphasis 
on dialogue, Ridley 
Scott seems all at sea 
here, his trademark visu¬ 
al power toned down to 
accommodate the multi¬ 
tude of ‘talky’ scenes, 
with only the occasional 
burst of what he does 
best. 

If The Counsellor had 
restrained its overly ver¬ 
bose nature and used the 
dialogue to offer exposi¬ 
tion rather than 
McCarthy’s views, then 
it could have been a 
more appealing offering; 
as it is, it may talk the 
talk, but it certainly 
doesn’t walk the walk. 

VERDICT-A waste 
of time and talent, and 
less of a film and more 
a series of dialogue- 
heavy two-handers. The 
Counsellor is a huge let¬ 
down. Cormac 
McCarthy’s works may 
be hot property to adapt, 
but his first original 
screenplay offering is 
leaden and dull. With 
almost anonymous 
direction from Ridley 
Scott and nary a decent 
turn among the starry 
cast, this a gigantic mis¬ 
fire of a film. Avoid.

publicity - is the open¬ 
ing of the Galilee 
Chapel at St Illtud’s 
Church. 

This is the type of 
project that can really 
raise the profile of a 
town - but more on 
that later. 

Another change is 
that a refurbishment of 
the Poundfield shop¬ 
ping precinct on 
Boverton Road is now 
complete, and traders 
say that it has really 
changed the feel of the 
town.

“There have never 
been so few empty 
shops in the town, and 
there is so much vari¬ 
ety. 

“We have an ice 
cream parlour now, 
and we have really 
expanded the range of 
furniture and curtain 
shops.” 

He said that a major 
factor was that the rent 
and rates in Llantwit 
Major were lower than 
in other shopping cen¬ 
tres, and that this gave 
retailers the chance to 
offer better deals to 
customers. 

A good example of 
how the town has tack¬ 
led the issue of attract¬ 
ing new businesses is 
the ‘pop up shop’ con¬ 
cept trialled by Filco 
supermarkets, who 
own and manage the 
Poundfield shopping 
precinct. 

This meant that 
units in the precinct 
were offered on a short 
term lease, and this has 
proved successful.

rants and cafes in the 
town, and plenty of tra¬ 
ditional pubs. 

Stuart Sloan com¬ 
mented on this, saying: 
“We haven’t lost a sin¬ 
gle pub in Llantwit, and 
if you look at many 
other towns, you will 
find that quite a number 
have ceased trading. 

“It shows that the 
loyalty of local people, 
plus the increasing 
number of visitors, is 
keeping the town buoy¬ 
ant.” 

One pub that is mov¬ 
ing in a slightly differ¬ 
ent direction is the Old 
White Hart, where new 
owners George and 
Elenid Carlig are into- 
ducing a dining menu 
to what has always 
been a ‘traditional’ pub. 

Elenid said: “We 
have been here five 
months and are really 
pleased with the recep¬ 
tion we have had”. 

Peta Shields is anoth¬ 
er local entrepreneur 
who tested the water in 
Llantwit and has 
enjoyed a good reac¬ 
tion. 

She has been running 
a monthly craft and gift 
fair in the Llantonian 
Hall, and she is pleased 
with how things have 
gone. 

She said: “The good 
thing about Llantwit is 
that it is not just local 
people who are sup¬ 
portive. I have noticed 
plenty of shoppers from 
Rhoose, Barry and 
Bridgend coming to the 
fairs.” 

This month, with 
Christmas approaching, 
Peta is holding two 
fairs in the Llantonian 
Hall. The first is on

Another retailer who 
is happy in Llantwit is 
Nicky Foster of Health 
Conscious, where she

be quite a big deal for 
the town. 

St Illtud’s has always 
been one of Llantwit’s 
gems, but now that a 
determined fundraising 
effort has been able to 
restore the chapel, it has 
something very special 
for visitors. 

For centuries, the 
church has been home to 
a collection of ancient 
Celtic crosses, but now 
they are being displayed 
at their best in the 
Galilee Chapel. 

The chapel is set to 
become not only a must- 
see tourist destination, 
but also an educational 
centre, where local 
schools will come to 
learn about the history 
of St Illtud, now 


acknowledged to be the 
pioneer of Celtic 
Christianity. 

At the official open¬ 
ing, Llantwit’s Rev 
Butler said: “The early 
Celtic medieval 

inscribed stones speak of 
saints and kings educated 
at Llanilltud Fawr and 
are witness to the unbro¬ 
ken continuity of prayer 
and worship on this holy 
site for over 1,500 
years.” 

It is remarkable to 
think that 15 centuries 
ago, the site marked the 
place of a monastic uni¬ 
versity where 3,000 stu¬ 
dents studied in seven 
halls of residence, and 
there were 800 wooden 
cells with only a tiny 
wooden church for 


prayer and meditation. 

Heritage tourism is 
popular these days, and 
Llantwit has been identi¬ 
fied as a key ‘destination 
for tourists. Add to that 
the fact that the town is a 
great base for walking 
holidays, and there is 
every reason for retailers 
to look forward with 
optimism.

USA members learn 
about Dyffryn House 


THE guest speaker at Sully 
U3A’s November meeting was 
Gerry Donovan, the general 
manager of Dyffryn House 
and Gardens. 

She gave the audience a brief out¬ 
line of the estate’s history and an 
update on the changes and restoration 
that have taken place. 

In 1891, the estate was sold to John 
Cory, an extremely wealthy coal mer¬ 
chant, who built the present house in 
1893. His third son, Reginald, studied 
law at Cambridge but his passion was 
horticulture and collecting plants and 
he became a significant member of 
the RHS. 

He collaborated on the garden 
design with Thomas Mawson, an emi¬ 
nent landscape gardener. 
Unfortunately, when Reginald died he 
left instructions to his executors that 
all his papers were to be burned and 
so no records of the planting exist. 

Next year will see the 80th anniver¬ 
sary of his death and there will be a 
series of events to celebrate his life. 

Since coming into the ownership of 


Glamorgan County Council in 1939, 
the estate has had a chequered history 
and has been used as a police acade¬ 
my, dog training centre and education 
conference facility. 

The house and gardens are still 
owned by the Vale Council, but the 
National Trust took over their mainte¬ 
nance and running in January 2013 on 
a 50-year lease. A lot of conservation 
work has been done to the house and 
gardens by the council, and the Trust 
plans to build on that work. 

Work has been carried out on the 
house to make it stable and watertight 
but much remains to be done. Some 
restoration work has also taken place 
in the gardens, and a new glasshouse 
has been erected which houses orchids 
and a significant cacti collection. 

Many members had memories of 
attending courses, conferences and 
craft fayres at the house. Gerry was 
thanked for her talk by chairman Gill 
Mathias.

MOD ST ATHAN FALLS SILENT 
FOR REMEMBRANCE DAY 



AT 11 O’CLOCK on November 11, MoD 
St Athan fell silent as the station observed 
the two minutes silence in remembrance 
of those who had lost their lives in the 
service of their countries during the 
Great Wars of 1914-1918 and 1939-1945 
and current conflicts. 

Service and civilian personnel at St Athan were 
joined in their act of remembrance by members of 
the Normandy Veterans’ Association and the chil¬ 
dren and staff of Wick and Marcross Church in 
Wales Primary School.

Building up 
Welsh economy’ 


R ecently, 

we had the 
welcome 

announcement that 
the UK 

Government has 
finally agreed to 
devolve some taxa¬ 
tion and borrowing 
powers to Wales. 

If we are to create a 
mature, functioning par¬ 
liament responsible for 
the money it spends, 
while properly serving 
the needs of the people 
of Wales, then these 
powers are essential. 

The Welsh 

Government is almost 
unique in that it has sub¬ 
stantial legislative pow¬ 
ers, a £15 billion budget 
yet no responsibility for 
raising money it spends. 

Having powers to 
raise some income will 
incentivise the Welsh 
Government to improve 
the Welsh economy. 

At present, there is no 
incentive to get more 
people into work. If they 
were paying income tax 
to a Welsh treasury, job 
creation would be linked 
to the government’s 
income meaning that in 
the future the Welsh 
Government will be 
rewarded for success. 

Taking hold of these 
powers would give the 
Welsh Government flex¬ 
ibility. 

It would be able to 
tailor the taxation system 
to meet the needs of the 
people of Wales, to 


reduce or raise taxes as 
appropriate, or to leave 
them the same as the rest 
of the UK. 

Other aspects of the 
announcement are to be 
welcomed: the UK 
Government has also 
agreed to give Wales 
control of Stamp Duty 
Land Tax, which could 
be used to help first time 
buyers. 

Borrowing powers are 
critical if capital invest¬ 
ment is to be secured to 
improve infrastructure 
and create jobs, in all 
parts of Wales. 

It is an anomaly that 
local authorities and 
community councils 
have the power to bor¬ 
row, yet the Welsh 
Government is unable 
to. 

These powers will 
promote accountability 
and responsibility. They 
provide us with an 
opportunity to build up 
the Welsh economy that, 
in my view, is too good 
to miss. 

Wales has much to 
gain from these impor¬ 
tant powers, and that’s 
why Plaid Cymru will be 
working as hard as we 
can to ensure that the 
people of Wales benefit 
from them as soon as 
possible.

REGIONAL AM Andrew 
RT Davies last week met 
Peter Evans of the Royal 
British Legion and RAF 
veteran Andy Davies at the 
National Assembly ahead 
of Remembrance Sunday. 

They discussed the importance 
of the Armed Forces Community 
Covenant, which has now been 
signed up to by 18 of 22 local 
authorities in Wales, and Mr 
Davies heard Andy’s story and 
the fantastic role played by the 
Royal British Legion in helping 
him to turn his life around. 

Andrew RT Davies said: 
“Councils in south Wales signed 
up to the covenant early on and I 
was pleased to hear that the Vale 
has been one of the better author¬ 
ities since its introduction there. 

“Andy’s story is a great exam¬ 
ple of someone benefiting from 
the great efforts made by the 
Legion to support veterans. In his 
case, their support helped him to 
find the strength to turn his life 
around and there are thousands of 


similar cases throughout the 
UK.” 

Mr Davies stressed that it was 
important to remember that char¬ 
ities supporting military veterans 
operated all year round and not 
just in November: 

“It is easy near Remembrance 
Sunday to spare a thought for the 
brave members of the Armed 
Forces who gave and indeed give 
their lives in defence of the coun¬ 
try. 

“However, many veterans rely 
on the generosity of Armed 
Forces charities when they are 
down on their luck and this can 
happen at any time of year. 

“The Community Covenant 
has a big role to play in delivering 
local support for veterans and I 
am hopeful that local authorities 
will now take steps to improve 
the data they hold identifying the 
number of local veterans. 

“In order to plan support effec¬ 
tively it is important to know how 
many veterans live in the local 
area and whilst it is great that 
doctors surgeries are now encour¬ 
aging patients to identify them¬ 


selves as veterans there is plenty 
more to do to improve services 
and support”. 

Andy, an RAF veteran who 
was once based at St Athan, 
found it hard to adapt to civilian 
life after leaving the RAF. 

He fell into a spiral of alco¬ 
holism and petty crime, eventual¬ 
ly serving time in prison. He is 
full of praise for the support that 
he was offered by the Royal 
British Legion to help him turn 
his life around and he now studies 
at the University of South Wales 
in Pontypridd. 

He said: “The Royal British 
Legion has been tremendous to 
me, assisting me with grants and 
into full-time education. I believe 
that a co-ordinated approach is 
vital between the Legion, other 
service charities and policymak¬ 
ers. I hope the Armed Forces 
Community Covenants being 
signed across Wales will help 
here - bringing local authorities, 
charities, the NHS, the Armed 
Forces and other agencies togeth¬ 
er.”

(ascribed to Plato, 
b circa 428 BC) 

A YEAR ago, 
a Wales side 
still basking 
in the glow of a 
third Grand Slam, 
went into the open¬ 
ing clash of the 
2012 autumn series 
against Argentina 
in Cardiff, quietly 
confident of main¬ 
taining momentum 
with what they 
hoped would be the 
first of four, long- 
sought southern 
hemisphere scalps. 

In the event, those 
hopes were trampled 
underfoot by a ram¬ 
paging Puma pack 
which laid the basis 
for a 26-12 victory, 
that if, anything, was 
even more convincing 
than the final score 
line suggested. 

Not that this should 
have come as a major 
surprise, given the 
rapid advance made in 
recent years by fierce- 
ly-competitive, rugged 
Argentines who can no 
longer be dismissed as 
all beef and no finesse. 

Moreover, despite 
the fact that Wales 
had won nine of the 
previous 14 meetings 
to Argentina’s five 
since they first met in 
1991, they have gener¬ 
ally been close-fought, 
high-scoring affairs - 
with Wales having 
accumulated 388 
points to Argentina’s 
344. 

Little wonder that 
despite the optimistic 
sounds emanating in 
the build-up to 
Saturday’s game at 
the Millennium 
Stadium, from a Welsh 
camp hard hit by an 
ever-lengthening 
injury list, and under 
pressure to avoid a 
repeat of the result 
that sparked last 


autumn’s whitewash, 
there were no illusions 
as to the scale of the 
physical challenge 
ahead. 

Head coach Warren 
Gatland responded by 
making two expected 
changes in the starting 
line-up - Ospreys’ out¬ 
side half Dan Biggar 
and open-side flanker 
Justin Tipuric - but 
true to form, sprang 
two surprises. 

‘Necessity is the 
mother of invention’ 
fits the shrewd Kiwi’s 
calculated risk-taking 
like a glove - he not 
only drafted in two 
raw youngsters from 
the fringe, but played 
them out of position: 
Blues’ No 12 debutant 
Cory Allen (aged 20) 
replaced the injured 
Jonathan Davies at 
outside centre, while 
young loose-head prop 
Rhodri Jones (21) 
moved across to face 
the expected Puma 
onslaught in place of 
injured tight-head 
Adam Jones. 
(Moreover, the young 
Scarlet’s 20-year-old 
regional team mate, 
prop Samson Lee, was 
also making his inter¬ 
national debut on the 
bench.) 

Gatland explained it 
thus: “We have made 
a number of changes 
due to injury, but it's a 
great opportunity for 
players we have been 
very impressed with. 
For Cory, it will be his 
first taste of interna¬ 
tional rugby - and for 
Rhodri, a chance to 
gain more experi¬ 
ence.” 

In an oblique refer¬ 
ence to missed oppor¬ 
tunities in the 24-15 
loss to South Africa 
the previous week, 
Gatland added: “We 
have been working 
hard to ensure we con¬ 
vert the chances we 
create and encourage 
the players to look for 
and exploit opportuni¬ 
ties and space.” 

Even so, who could 
have forecast the

exhilarating way in 
which the reshuffled 
Wales team would 
repay his faith - in 
some style - shrugging 
off the psychological 
weight of past autumn 
defeats to administer a 
comprehensive 40-6 
drubbing, including 
four sharply-taken 
tries, to which the 
strangely disordered 
Pumas had no answer. 

“It was nice to get 
that monkey off our 
backs!” said skipper 
Sam Warburton with 
feeling. 

The call for this tal¬ 
ented group of players 
to be more ruthless 
and clinical had clear¬ 
ly been heeded. Welsh 
teams, unlike the 
southern hemisphere 
giants, have all too 
often been guilty of 
taking their foot off 
the pedal after taking 
a substantial lead... 

Not so on this occa¬ 
sion! 

In an exciting open¬ 
ing quarter, Wales 
raced into a 23-0 lead - 
Leigh Halfpenny 
opening his account 
within four minutes 
with a penalty - fol¬ 
lowed three minutes 
later by a jubilant 
Mike Phillips running 
from deep inside his 
own half for a fine solo 
try under the posts, 
converted by 
Halfpenny. On this 
showing, the currently 
‘unattached’ scrum 
half will have attract¬ 
ed plenty of interest 
from prospective new 
employers! 

Argentina were des¬ 
perately striving for 
continuity, without 


really threatening the 
rock-like Welsh line; 
and having stemmed 
one attack, were 
awarded a penalty 
after Justin Tipuric 
was penalized and sent 
to the sin bin. The 
attempted kick, how¬ 
ever, hit an upright, 
while, in contrast. 
Halfpenny made no 
mistake with a penalty 
that made the score 
13-0. 

The gap was 
widened by an impres¬ 
sive Welsh move 
straight off the train¬ 
ing ground. From a 
lineout, Phillips 
slipped an adroit 
inside pass to George 
North, who broke 
through the bewil¬ 
dered defence for 
another try under the 
posts, easily converted 
by Halfpenny. 

After Argentina 
finally hit back with a 
successful penalty by 
Nicolas Sanchez, the 
closing minutes of the 
first half saw them 
again under siege - 
Halfpenny punishing 
them with a further 
penalty to make the 
halftime score 23-3 - 
and seemingly no way 
back for the outplayed 
Pumas. 

And, indeed, that 
proved to be the case, 
for this time the oppo¬ 
sition were not to be 
let off the hook, as has 
happened so many 
times in the past, and 
Gatland’s gamble on 
the young guns was 
fully vindicated. 

The second half 
began, as had the first, 
with a penalty by 
Halfpenny after Wales 


had survived an injury 
scare involving North, 
but then came a peri¬ 
od of Puma pressure 
as Argentina fought 
back with a second 
penalty (and what was 
to be their final score) 
by Sanchez. 

Just to prove that 
he is not quite infalli¬ 
ble, Halfpenny misdi¬ 
rected another penalty 
attempt - but it didn’t 
really matter, for ram¬ 
pant Wales were not 
yet done! Man-of-the- 
match No 8 Toby 
Faletau rounded off 
another textbook han¬ 
dling move involving 
forwards and backs 
with a third try, which 
Halfpenny had no 
trouble converting 

As the game drew to 
a close Welsh substi¬ 
tutes poured off the 
bench, anxious to play 
a part in a rare victory 
over a southern hemi¬ 
sphere side, albeit not 
one of the top three. 

There was still time, 
though, for the Welsh 
pack to confirm its 
ascendancy over the 
vaunted Pumas eight 
when replacement 
hooker Ken Owens 
crashed over for their 
fourth try, converted 
by Halfpenny (who 
else?). 

After two bruising 
southern hemisphere 
encounters, the third 
autumn clash comes 
tomorrow evening 
(Friday) against a 
team further down the 
world pecking order, 
the tough-tackling 
Tongans. Wales will 
need to keep their 
guard up - in more 
ways than one - even 


though they have won 
all six of the previous 
encounters. 

There can be no 
room for complacency, 
as the ‘Sea Eagles’ are 
more than capable of 
springing a surprise - 
ask France, beaten 19- 
14 in the 2011 Rugby 
World Cup - and 
Scotland, defeated 16- 
21 last year. 

However, despite 
the continuing injury 
toll that will again put 
Plato’s dictum - 
‘necessity is the moth¬ 
er of invention’ - to the 
test, this is a game that 
Wales can go into with 
confidence, as they 
look to build on 
Saturday’s impressive 
win and pursue the 
long-term goal of ruth¬ 
less consistency. 

Welsh followers are 
right to celebrate the 
manner of the victory 

- but must beware of 
getting carried away 
by all the media-led 
euphoria, for a much 
greater challenge 
awaits next week. 

The Australians are 
coming... bent on 
revenge for that Lions 
test series defeat, and 
showing by the way 
they disposed of sorry 
Ireland on Saturday, 
that they will pose a 
potent threat. 

No-one more than 
Gatland appreciates 
that one swallow does 
not make a summer 
(or an autumn) - hence 
his restrained post¬ 
match comment on 
Saturday that he was 
“reasonably satisfied” 

- his gaze is fixed on 
wider horizons.
